CHAPTER  1. 

RESOLUTION 

To  cause  certain  Railroad  connections  to  he  removed.

As  to  six  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  ninety-four 
cents,  being  the  income  of  the  Trust  Fund,  under  the  Will  of 
Esther  Waters,  proved  July  5,  1833,  to  expend  the  same 
under  said  Will,  in  the  purchase  of  fire-wood  or  other  fuel  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  each 
winter  season  freely  give,  distribute,  and  deliver  such  fire- 
wood or  fuel,  to,  and  among  such  of  the  poor  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  as  shall  be  found,  on  careful  inquiry,  to  be  the 
most  deserving  of  such  aid ;  and  in  such  parcels  to  each  of 
such  poor  persons  and  to  eaeh  of  such  poor  families  as  they, 
from  time  to  time,  may  think  most  proper  and  beneficial. 

As  to  three  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  twenty- 
two  cents,  being  the  income  of  the  Trust  Fund  under  the  Will 
of  George  Emien,  proved  January  23,  1776,  to  expend  the 
same  under  said  AVill,  in  the  purchase  of  wood,  and  to  dis- 
tribute said  wood  to  poor  widows,  such  as  are  not  assisted  by 
any  public  charity ;  to  be  distributed  during  the  months  of 
January,  February  and  December,  in  quantities  not  less  than 
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half  a  cord,  nor  more  than  a  cord,  to  any  one  poor  person  or 
family,  that  is,  to  objects  included  in  the  City,  or  (then)  two 
suburbs  of  Philadelphia ;  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  such 
objects  cannot  be  found,  then  to  be  expended  in  the  further 
manner  stated  and  prescribed  in  said  Will. 

As  to  two  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  thirty-three 
cents,  being  the  income  of  the  Trust  Fund,  under  the  Will  of 
James  Dution,  proved  January  13,  1813,  to  expend  the  same 
under  the  said  Will,  for  the  aid,  comfort,  and  support  of  the 
(then)  Township  of  the  Northern  Liberties  only,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  food,  clothing,  fire-wood,  and  fuel,  and  freely  give 
and  distribute  the  same  to,  and  among  the  poor  of  the  (then) 
Township  of  the  Northern  Liberties  only,  at  some  fit  and  con- 
venient place  in  the  said  Township,  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, of  which  time  and  place  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in 
one  or  more  public  newspapers. 

As  to  two  hundred  dollars  and  one  cent,  being  the  income 
of  the  Trust  Fund,  under  the  Will  of  Archibald  Thompson, 
proved  August  15,  1799,  to  expend  the  same  under  the  said 
Will,  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
that  is  to  say,  one-half  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  small  loaves  of  bread,  and  to  be  distributed  among  the  said 
poor,  about  the  latter  end  of  December,  and  the  other  half  in 
like  manner,  about  the  latter  part  of  February.

ing to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
people  in  the  same,  and  for  the  other  uses,  intents,  and  pur- 
poses provided  and  set  forth  in  said  Will  in  connection  with 
said  income. 

As  to  seventy  dollars  and  twenty -four  cents,  being  the  in-

CHAPTER  30. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-nine. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  real  estate,  furniture,  horses,  cows,  and  carriages,  returned 
by  the  Assessors  at  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1858,  situate 
or  assessed  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  (except  property 
used  for  rural  purposes,  as  hereinafter  provided,)  a  tax  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant  of 
said  city  returned  by  the  assessors  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  twen- 
ty five  cents. 
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Section  2.  The  said  tax  is  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1859 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  same  year,  namely : 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  said  assessed  value  of 
the  said  property. 

For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  cents  in  the 
hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said  prop- 
erty. 

For  the  lighting  of  the  City,  the  sum  of  nine  cents  in  the 
hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said  pro- 
perty. 

For  the  loan  tax  to  pay  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  funds,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  in  the  hun- 
dred dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said  property. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars  of  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said 
property. 

To  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the 
said  property. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  city  departments,  other  than  those 
heretofore  mentioned,  and  for  City  Ice  Boat,  the  sum  of  four 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the 
said  property. 

And  the  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  tlie  said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further  directions 
of  Councils. 

Section  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  said  assessed  property 
as  said  assessors  have  marked  "  rural"  but  two-thirds  of  the 
said  rate  of  taxation  in  the  hundred  dollars  shall  be  levied  as 
aforesaid,  and  no  part  of  the  tax  hereinbefore  set  apart  for  the 
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relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  upon  all 
such  portions  of  the  said  assessed  property  as  are  situated  in 
the  districts  within  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second,  and 
Twenty-third  Wards,  where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  poor  are  provided,  and  where,  by  the  eighteenth  section  of 
the  act  of  second  of  February,  1854,  it  is  enacted  that  no 
change  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  district. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  of  taxes  voted 
for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned.

bequest,  the  first  section  of  the  first  School  District,  aforesaid. 

5.  The  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  out  of  the 
income  of  John  Scott's  legacy  of  four  thousand  dollars;  to 
wit: 

1.  To  pay  for  advertising  by  the  Franklin  Institute,  forty 
dollars.

CHAPTER  41. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  Attorney  for  the  Girard  Es' 
tates  in  Schuylkill  and  Columbia  Counties. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gi- 
rard Estates  be  authorized  and  directed  to  nominate,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  to  appoint,  for  one 
year,  a  member  of  the  bar  of  Schuylkill  county  as  the  At- 
torney for  the  Girard  Estates  in  said  county. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  for  the 
Girard  Estates  in  Schuylkill  county  to  prepare  all  bonds,  con- 
tracts, leases,  conveyances  and  assurances,  relating  to  the  Gi- 
rard Estates  in  Schuylkill  county ;  to  commence  and  prosecute 
all  and  every  suit  and  suits,  action  and  actions  brought  and  to 
be  brought  on  account  of  said  Estates,  as  well  as  to  defend 
all  actions  or  suits  brought,  or  to  be  brought,  wherein  any 
part  of  said  Estates  or  rights  pertaining  thereto,  may  be 
brought  in  question,  before  any  Court  in  Schuylkill  or  Colum- 
bia county,  and  shall  do  all  and  every  professional  act  incident 
to  the  office,  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Girard  Estates,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Girard  Estates  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
and  shall,  when  required,  furnish  the  Mayor,  the  Committee, 
or  the  Superintendent  of  the  Girard  Estates,  his  written  opin- 
ion on  any  subject  that  may  be  submitted  by  either  of  them.

quarterly  by  warrants  drawn  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Girard  Estates.

CHAPTER  62. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  Commiasioners  to  digest  and  re* 
port  a  Municipal  Code. 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  the  forty-fourth  Seetion  of  the 
Consolidation  Act  of  1854,  that  the  City  Councils  shall  have 
power  by  Ordinance,  to  extend  the  operation  of  laws  then  in 
force  within  the  City,  Police  and  Municipal  Districts,  to  other 
parts,  or  over  the  enlarged  limits  of  the  Consolidated  City, 
and  to  declare  what  laws  have  become  obsolete  by  that  Act, 
or  the  extension  as  aforesaid,  of  other  laws ;  and  that  all 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  other  Municipal- 
ities of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  then  existing,  should  con- 
tinue in  force  within  the  limits  of  said  City  and  Municipalities 
respectively,  until  repealed  by  said  Councils ; 

And  Whereas,  The  said  Ordinances  yet  remain  in  force 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  City  and  Municipalities  of  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  same  are  so  conflicting  and 
various,  that  it  is  expedient,  in  compliance  with  the  said  Act 
of  Consolidation,  to  establish  an  uniform  Municipal  Code,  to 
have  effect  within  the  entire  limits  of  the  City ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  the  Fifteenth  Section  of 
the  said  Act,  that  Councils  shall  provide  by  Ordinance  for  the 
regulation  of  all  the  City  Departments ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  expedient  that  such  a  Code  of  Ordi- 
nances be  adopted  for  the  regulation  of  the  said  Departments 
as  shall  serve  to  maintain  the  public  credit — therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

CHAPTER  78. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Supplementary  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "  Jin  Ordinance  to  regtdate 
Passenger  Railway s^^^  approved  July  7,  1857. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  Passenger  Railroad  Com- 
panies, within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  restrictions,  limitations,  terms,  and  conditions 
contained  in  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  regu- 
late Passenger  Railways,"  approved  July  7,  1857,  be  subject 
to  all  the  restrictions,  limitations,  terms  and  conditions  here- 
inafter provided  for,  to  wit : — 
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First — They  shall  be  required  to  lay  flag-stones  or  crossings 
of  not  less  than  two  feet  in  width,  across  the  entire  width  of 
all  paved  streets  occupied  by  them,  at  each  and  every  public 
lane,  street,  or  alley  opening  upon  any  street  or  highway  upon 
which  the  rails  are  laid,  and  where  no  such  street,  lane  or 
alley  opens  thereon,  then  the  said  flagging  shall  beat  distances 
of  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

Second — That  all  streets  or  highways  which  are  unpaved 
at  the  time  of  laying  the  rails,  shall  be  kept  in  good  travelling 
order  by  the  Railroad  Company,  until  the  same  shall  be  paved 
by  the  owners  of  property  thereon,  after  which  they  shall  be 
repaved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order,  at  the  proper  cost 
of  the  Railroad  Company  occupying  the  same. 

Third — That  each  and  every  Passenger  Railway  Company 
shall  pay  into  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways, in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  for  the  use  of  the 
City,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  car  intended  to  be  run 
upon  any  road ;  and  for  each  and  every  car  placed  upon  any 
road  before  the  time  herein  provided  for  paying  the  license, 
a  proportionate  sum  shall  be  paid  until  the  succeeding  Janu- 
ary, and  that  no  car  shall  be  placed  or  run  upon  any  road  or 
street,  until  it  shall  be  regularly  licensed,  and  a  certificate 
duly  numbered,  hung  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said  car. 

Fourth — That  no  connection  shall  be  made  by  one  Company 
with  the  road  of  any  other  Company,  without  the  special 
authority  of  City  Councils,  except  when  otherwise  provided 
for  by  their  charter. 

Fifth — That  no  Passenger  Railway  shall,  at  any  time,  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  passenger  travel. 

Sixth — That  whenever  and  wherever  it  may  be  found  neces- 
sary for  any  Company  to  lay  iron-plates  or  other  material 
across  any  gutter  along  the  line  of  any  Railroad,  the  same 
shall  be  laid  from  curbstone  to  curbstone,  and  under  direction 
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and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and 
the  Company  laying  the  same,  or  whose  road  passes  over  such 
crossings,  shall  be  required  to  keep  the  said  gutters,  at  all 
times,  open  and  free  from  all  obstructions,  whether  by  dirt, 
ice,  or  from  any  other  cause ;  and  they  shall  be  required  to 
keep  a  passage  way  for  carts  and  vehicles  clear  of  snow  in  the 
winter  season  on  each  side  of  their  track  or  railway. 

Section  2,  That  all  persons  driving  vehicles  on  any  Pas- 
senger Eailway  in  the  City,  in  the  direction  that  the  cars 
travel  on  said*  roads,  shall  have  the  right  to  the  railway  track 
when  meeting  any  other  vehicle  going  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion ;  and  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  going  in  the  opposite  di- 
rection shall  be  compelled  to  turn  entirely  off  the  track,  under 
a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  Alderman, 
in  any  suit  or  action  brought  to  recover  the  same,  which  pen- 
alty shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
City ;  provided,  that  the  Railroad  Company  shall  in  all  cases 
have  the  first  right  of  way,  subject  to  like  penalty. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  found  necessary  for 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  occupy  all  or  any  portion  of  any 
street  or  highway,  whereupon  a  Passenger  Railroad  now  is, 
or  hereafter  may  be  constructed,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
improvements  thereon,  such  as  culverts,  laying  of  water  or 
gas  pipes,  or  any  other  alteration  or  improvement  that  may 
from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary,  the  said  City  shall  have 
full  and  entire  power  and  authority  to  make  such  alteration 
or  improvement,  without  recourse  on  the  part  of  any  Railroad 
Company  against  the  said  City,  for  any  obstruction  or  embar- 
rassment that  the  said  Railroad  Company  may  meet  with,  con- 
sequent upon  such  alteration  or  improvement;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  on  the  occasion  of  any  alteration  or  improvement 
as  hereinabove  recited,  directed  to  Be  done,  or  performed  by 
the  authority  of  Councils,  no  unnecessary  delay  shall  be  made 
or  caused  in  any  manner  that  shall  work  prejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  Railroad  Company. 
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Section  4.  That  any  City  Passenger  Railway  Company 
now  incorporated,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  incorporated,  shall, 
after  notice"  has  been  given  to  said  Company  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  repave  or  repair  from  curb-stone 
to  curb-stone  any  street  over  and  along  which  the  tracks  or 
rails  of  said  Company  may  pass ;  the  said  paving  and  repairing 
shall  be  done  according  to  the  grade  now  established,  or  that 
may  be  hereafter  established  by  law,  and  shall  replace  the 
grade  of  said  street  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  altered  by  said 
Company,  and  shall  repave  any  street  used  by  said  Company 
as  aforesaid,  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  in  said  notice.  They  shall  also  remove  any 
gravel,  dirt,  materials  or  other  obstructions  placed  by  said 
Company  on  any  street  within  forty-eight  hours  after  notice 
shall  have  been  given  to  said  Company  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  and  if  said  Company  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  according  to  the  term  of 
notice  served  upon  it,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  pave,  repave  and  repair  said  streets,  replace  the  grades 
thereof,  and  remove  such  gravel,  dirt,  materials,  or  other  ob- 
structions, the  cost  of  which  shall  be  collected  of  and  from 
said  Company  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  5.  That  for  each  and  every  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance,  such  Railroad  Company  shall  pay  a 
penalty  of  fifty. dollars;  and  for  every  continued  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  thereof  after  notice  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  the  penalty  shall  be  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  day  the  violation  continues ;  and  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  shall  have  authority,  when  directed  by  Councils, 
to  stop  the  running  of  all  cars  upon  any  road  whose  Company 
refuses  to  pay  the  penalties  as  provided  herein. 

Section  6.  That  so  much  of  the  3rd  Section  of  the  Ordi- 
nance approved  July  7,  1857,  to  which  this  is  a  Supplement, 
as  provides  that  the  Railroad  Companies  shall  pave  any  street 
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that  has  not  heretofore  been  paved,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  construction  of  a  Culvert  on  the  line  of  Norris 

streets 

Whereas,  The  necessity  for  a  system  of  culverting  on  the 
line  of  Second  street  has  become  so  urgent  as  to  call  forth 
continued  applications  from  property-holders  on  the  line  there- 
of, in  the  neighborhood  of  Norris,  Diamond,  and  Chatham 
streets ;  and  whereas  the  proportions  required  for  the  culvert 
on  Norris  street  from  Second  street  eastwardly  to  the  main 
culyert  on  Howard  street  exceeds  the  limit  authorized  to  be 
acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  a 
culvert  four  feet  circular  diameter  on  the  line  of  Norris  street, 
Nineteenth  Ward,  from  the  west  curb  line  of  American  street 
eastwardly  to  intersect  the  culvert  on  the  line  of  Howard 
street,  to  be  constructed  in  conformity  with  plans  and  specifi- 
cations to  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Surveys. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  ad- 
vertise in  two  daily  newspapers,  for  one  week,  announcing 
that  proposals  will  be  received  for  the  construction  of  said  cul- 
vert, and  he  shall  allot  the  work  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  it 
shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that  the  contractor  shall

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street,  and  from  Pine  to  Christian  street,  and  on  Nineteenth 
street  from  Green  to  Vine  street,  and  on  Callowhill  street 
from  Broad  to  Nineteenth  street,  and  on  the  south  side  of 
Market  street,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  from  the  west  side 
of  Thirty-fifth  street  to  the  east  side  of  Thirtieth  street,  six 
months  alternately  on  each  side,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  ap- 
propriated as  Stands  for  Farmers,  for  the  sale  of  the  produce 
of  their  respective  farms  and  gardens;  the  vehicles  to  be 
placed  in  a  single  row  on  Broad  street,  with  their  backs  to  the 
curb,  and  on  all  other  streets  with  their  sides  to  the  curb ;

cross  street,  lane,  or  public  alley,  under  a  penalty  of  one  dol- 
lar for  every  offence ;  and  also  clear  from  any  passage  or  cross- 
ing place  laid  with  flag  or  other  stones,  and  also  from  in  front 
of  any  place  of  public  worship,  under  a  like  penalty  of  one 
dollar  for  every  oflence. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  farmer  or 
gardener  occupying  or  using  any  of  the  aforesaid  streets  as 
Market  Stands,  to  occupy  more  than  four  feet  in  width  of  the 
footway  on  Broad  street,  or  three  feet  on  any  other  street, 
where  his  or  her  vehicle  may  be  placed,  measuring  from  the 
outside  of  the  curbstone,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  and  every  oflence. 

Section  3.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  incurred  under  this 
Ordinance,  shall  be  recoverable  as  debts  are  by  law  recover- 
able.

And  Whereas,  The  plan  for  laying  out  said  Park  adopted 
by  Councils  provides  a  space  at  the  lower  end  of  said  Park  for 
the  purpose  of  a  Zoological  Garden ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
given  to  the  Zoological  Society  of  Philadelphia  to  occupy  that 
portion  of  the  Park  reserved  for  such  purpose,  on  the  plan  of 
Messrs.  Sidney  and  Adams,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  said  Society,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  City 
Property,  may  adopt.

And  whereas,  it  is  also  provided  that  they  shall  remove  any 
gravel,  dirt,  materials  or  other  obstructions  placed  by  said 
Company  on  any  street  within  forty-eight  hours  after  notice 
shall  have  been  given  to  said  Company,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  and  if  said  Company  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  according  to  the  terms  of 
notice  served  upon  them,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways shall  pave,  repave,  and  repair  said  streets,  replace  the 
grades  thereof,  and  remove  such  gravel,  dirt,  materials  or 
other  obstructions,  the  cost  of  which  shall  be  collected  of  and 
from  said  Company  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  1860. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  real  estate,  furniture,  horses,  cows  and  carriages,  returned 
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by  the  Assessors,  at  the  Assessment  made  in  the  year  1859, 
situate  or  assessed  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  (except 
property  used  for  rural  purposes,  as  hereinafter  provided,) 
a  tax  of  one  hundred  and  seventy -five  cents  in  the  hundred 
dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable 
inhabitant  of  said  City,  returned  by  the  Assessors  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  2.  The  said  tax  is  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1860 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  same  year,  namely  : 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  Poor,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  said  assessed  value  of 
the  said  property. 

For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  cents  in 
the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said 
property. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  nine  cents  in  the  hundred 
dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said  property. 

For  the  Loan  Tax  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  Funded  Debt, 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  in 
the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said 
property. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  Police,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the 
said  property. 

For  the  care  of  the  Public  Highways,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
two  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of 
the  said  property. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Departments  other  than  those 
mentioned,  and  for  the  City  Ice  Boat,  the  sum  of  four  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  said  assessed  value  of  the  said 
property.   And  the  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
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appropriated  for  the  said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further 
direction  of  Councils. 

Section  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  said  assessed  property 
as  said  Assessors  have  marked  "  rural,"  but  two-thirds  of  the 
said  rate  of  taxation  in  the  hundred  dollars  shall  be  levied 
as  aforesaid ;  and  no  part  of  the  tax  hereinbefore  set  apart  for 
the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  all 
such  portions  of  the  said  assessed  property  as  are  situated  in 
the  Districts  within  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  Wards,  where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  poor  are  provided,  and  where  by  the  eighteenth  section  of 
the  Act  of  2nd  of  February,  1854,  it  is  enacted  that  no  change 
shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  said  District. 

'  Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills,  the  rate  of  taxes  voted 
for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned.

of  the  Poor  from  the  income  of  their  estates,  the  hereinafter 
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mentioned  sums  of  money,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  set 
forth  as  by  reference  to  said  wills,  will  more  fully,  and  at 
large  appear,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents, 
composed  of  the  respective  incomes  of  certain  Trust  Funds  as 
hereinafter  mentioned,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  to  be  by  them  expended  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit: 

As  to  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  three  cents, 
being  the  income  of  the  Trusts  Funds  under  the  will  of  Esther 
Waters,  approved  July  5th,  1833,  to  expend  the  same  under 
said  will,  in  the  purchase  of  firewood  or  other  fuel,  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  each  win- 
ter season  freely  give,  distribute,  and  deliver  such  fire-wood 
or  fuel  to  and  among  such  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia as  shall  be  found,  on  careful  inquiry,  to  be  the  most 
deserving  of  such  aid ;  and  in  such  parcels  to  each  of  such 
poor  persons,  and  to  each  of  such  poor  families  as  they  from 
time  to  time  may  think  most  proper  and  beneficial. 

As  to  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  forty -nine 
cents,  being  the  income  of  the  Trust  Fund  under  the  will  of 
George  Emlin,  proved  January  23,  1776,  to  expend  the  same 
under  said  will  in  the  purchase  of  wood,  and  to  distribute 
said  wood  to  poor  widows,  such  as  are  not  assisted  by  any 
public  charity,  to  be  distributed  during  the  months  of  Janu- 
ary, February  and  December,  in  quantities  not  less  than  half 
a  cord  or  more  than  a  cord  to  any  one  poor  person  or  family — 
that  is,  to  objects  included  in  the  City,  or  (then)  two  suburbs 
of  Philadelphia;  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  such  objects 
cannot  be  found,  then  to  be  expended  in  the  further  manner 
stated  and  prescribed  in  said  will. 

As  to  the  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  twenty- 
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eight  cents,  being  the  income  of  the  trust  fund  under  the  will 
of  James  Dutton,  proved  January  13th,  1813,  to  expend  the 
same  under  the  said  will,  for  the  aid,  comfort  and  support  of 
the  (then)  township  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  only  in  the  pur- 
chase of  food,  clothing,  fire-wood  and  fuel,  and  freely  give  and 
distribute  the  same  to  and  among  the  poor  of  the  (then)  town- 
ship of  the  Northern  Liberties  only,  at  some  fit  and  conveni- 
ent place  in  the  said  township,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  of 
which  time  and  place  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in  one  or 
more  public  newspapers.

that  is  to  say,  one-half  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  small  loaves  of  bread,  and  to  be  distributed  among  the  said 
poor  about  the  latter  end  of  December,  and  the  other  half  in 
like  manner,  about  the  latter  part  of  February. 

As  to  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents, 
being  the  income  of  the  Trust  Fund  under  the  will  of  William 
Carter,  proved  the  16th  of  March,  1838,  to  expend  the  same 
under  the  said  will  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  Almshouse 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  people  in  the  same,  and  for  the  other  uses,  intents  and 
purposes  provided  and  set  forth  in  said  Will  in  connection  with 
said  income.

manner  of  supplying  the  same  to  the  Almshouse,  which  pro- 
posals shall  be  opened  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Committee  on  Poor  of  Councils,  and  all  bidders 
who  may  desire  to  attend,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  that 
purpose,  on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1858,  (the  advertise- 
ments aforesaid  so  stating,)  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder.    Each  bidder  shall,  with  his  bid,  furnish 
the  same  to  his  securities,  the  lowest  of  whom  shall  forthwith 
enter  into  the  contract;  otherwise  the  next  lowest  bidder

And  a  twenty  inch  iron  pipe  from 
Broad  street  and  Washington  avenue,  along  Washington 
avenue  to  Tenth  street ;  and  a  sixteen  inch  iron  pipe  from 
Tenth  street  and  Washington  avenue,  along  said  Washington 
avenue  to  Fifth  street;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the 
new  reservoir  nine  feet  above  its  present  elevation ;  and  also 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  mill  house  at  Fairmount  at 
the  north  end  of  the  present  wheel  house  ninety  feet ;  and 
also  for  the  erection  of  two  new  turbine  wheels,  and  four

22.  To  construct  the  Fire  Telegraph  out  Germantown  road 
to  Norris  street,  and  two  boxes  at  intermediate  points  north 
of  Girard  avenue,  to  be  designated  by  the  Committee,  the  sum 
of  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

23.  And  that  the  signal  boxes  at  Eleventh  and  Anita 
streets  in  the  First  Ward ;  and  Carpenter  street,  above  sixth 
street,  in  the  Second  Ward,  be  reconstructed  at  an  expense  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  a  loan  for  the  further  extension  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 

Works. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to  enlarge  and  ex- 
tend said  Works,  especially  by  laying  down  a  greater  extent 
of  mains  for  the  distribution  of  gas  in  adequate  quantities,  and 
with  proper  pressure,  so  as  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of 
the  citizens  for  gas  light,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  corporation, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  may 
require,  not  exceeding  live  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  and, 
without  requiring  the  payment  of  any  money  therefor,  the 
City  Treasurer  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed,  on  the  re- 
quisition of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  to 
issue  certificates  of  loan  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  such 
amounts  and  to  such  parties  as  they  shall  designate,  not  ex- 
ceeding said  sum,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
obligations  that  may  hereafter  be  incurred  in  the  enlargement 
and  increase  of  the  works,  mains,  service-pipes,  meters,  and 
fixtures,  and  to  carry  on  the  Gas  Works  in  their  charge,  and 
in  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  gas,  and  to  refund  to 
citizens  the  amount  of  money  advanced  by  them  (over  the 
usual  rate  of  charge)  for  the  laying  of  gas  pipes  and  introduc- 
tion of  service-pipes,  meters  and  their  appurtenances,  into  their 
premises,  and  any  premium  that  may  be  received  by  the  said 
Trustees  on  the  amount  so  borrowed,  shall  be  placed  to  the 
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credit  of  the  contingent  fund  of  said  Gas  Works,  to  be  applied 
exclusively  to  the  introduction  of  meters  and  service  pipes ; 
provided,  that  at  least  one-half  of  the  money  raised  under  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  expended  for  mains,  service  pipes,  meters, 
and  their  appurtenances. 

Section  2.  The  certificates  of  said  loan  shall  be  of  the  fol- 
lowing form  and  description,  namely :  Gas  Loan,  No.  10.  Cer- 
tificate No.  ,  six  per  cent,  loan  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  use  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
Works,  issued  under  the  authority  of  an  ordinance  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  approved  entitled  "  An  Ordinance 
to  create  a  loan  for  the  further  extension  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works." 

This  certifies  that  there  is  due  to  ,  by  the 

City  of  Philadelphia,  dollars,  with  interest  at  ftie 

rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer, in  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  the  principal  to  be  ^paid  at 
the  said  office,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty- three,  and  not  before,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof.

The  said  certificates  shall  not  contain  any  fractional  parts 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  transferable  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer.

same  may  fall  due,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever ;  and  the 
remaining  one  per  centum  shall  be  paid  over  by  said  Treasu- 
rer to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  who  shall 
invest  the  same  and  its  accumulations  in  the  loans  to  the  said 
Gas  Works,  or  in  the  other  loans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
as  a  Sinking  Fund,  which  is  hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the 
repayment  of  said  loan,  and  any  surplus  remaining  after  the 
payment  of  said  loan,  shall  be  applied  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  towards  the  extinguishment  of  the  other 
loans  to  said  Gas  Works,  if  any,  otherwise  of  the  funded  debt 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.
